Strays Will Be Picked 
Up, Destroyed or Put 
Up for Adoption if 
Not Claimed— 
Rabies Threat Cited. 


All dogs running loose in 
St. Louis county will be picked 
up for the next 10 days, county 
officials announced yesterday. 

The announcement was made 
at a meeting called after Mark 
D. Draper, 2% years old, was 
killed Saturday by a pack of 
Stray dogs near ‘his home in 
Hazelwood, 


It was reported today that a 


woman died April 27 of in- 
juries suffered when ‘she was 
knocked down and mauled by 
a pack of dogs in Kinloch. Al-: 
derman Clarence Lee told re- 
porters that Mrs. Alice Rice, 
58, was attacked by dogs on 
April 5. Neighbors finally drove 
the pack away, Lee said. 

Kinloch aldermen adopted a 
resolution, Lee said, authoriz- 
ing police officers to “take 
necessary steps to protect citi- 
zens and property against 
dogs.” 

“Tf shooting is necessary, the 
officers will shoot,” Lee as- 
serted. “We have been threat- 
ened with legal action, but the 
city is ready for a test case if 
necessary.” 

Lee discussed the attack at 
a meeting at Clayton today of 
representatives of 25 county 
police departments. The meet- 
ing was called by Coroner Ray- 
mond I. Harris to discuss the 
dog problem. The officers dis- 
cussed stiff penalities for dog 
owners permitting their ani- 
mals to run at large..

fair methods of competition in 
promoting the sale of an anti- 
biotic “wonder” drug. 

A complaint, filed by the 
Federal Trade Commission, al- 
leged that practices followed 
by the firm had “the capacity 
and tendency to mislead” phy- 
sicians into prescribing use of 
the antibiotic preparation, 
known as Sigmamycin, “in the 
erroneous and mistaken belief” 
that representations made by 
the company concerning the 
drug were true. 

A hearing on the charges, 
which constitute violations of 
the Federal Trade Commission 
act, was set by the FTC for 
July 20. Pfizer & Co. was di- 
rected to show cause at that 
time why a “cease_and desist” 
order should not be issued by 
the FTC, requiring the firm to 
halt the practices cited in the 
complaint. 

The Post-Dispatch; in a 
series of articles last winter, 
reported that many leading 
physitians have become 
alarmed over excessive promo- 


tiorial pressure being exercised 


described in the articles. 

The advertising practice crit- 
icized by the FTC concerned 
the firm’s use of a folder con- 
taining reproductions of doc- 
tors’ business cards and pre- 
scriptions and sent to physi- 
cians throughout the country. 
The folder made it appear that 
use of Sigmamycin was being 
recommended by practicing 
physicians whereas the names 
uséd were fictitious, the FTC 
charged. 

A spokesman for the FTC 
said the advertising scheme 
was the same as that described 
in great detail by the Post- 
Dispatch last winter. The Post- 
Dispatch reported at that time 
that it sent telegrams to each 
of eight persons whose names, 
addresses, phone numbers and 
office hours were reproduced 
in the advertisement in an ef- 
ba to learn if they were bona 
ide. 


Seven of the telegrams 
brought replies that the per- 
sons addressed were unknown 
or that there was no such ad- 
dress. In the remaining in- 
stance, a physician whose name 
was the same as one of those

«ty carried a threat of rabies, 


especially with summer close at 
hand. He pointed out that one 
rabid dog could infect others 
and ultimately family pets. 

In disclosing an intensive, 
10-day drive against unre- 
strained dogs, county officials 
asked for the co-operation of all 
residents in calling their po- 
lice departments to report such: 
dogs. 

The dogs will be picked up 
by men working on five trucks 
operated by the County Health 
Department’s rabies control di- 
vision. The -animals will be 
taken to the Animal Protec- 
tive Association, 1705 South 
Hanley road, Richmond 
Heights, and held there about 
10 days. 

If not claimed, they will be 
destroyed or, in some cases, 
made available for adoption. 

Any dogs running loose will 
be picked up regardless of 
whether they have a license, 
it was announced. 

The county does not have a 
leashing ordinance but its ra- 
bies control law provides that 
dogs infected with rabies, sus- 
pected of being infected or 
demonstrating “vicious propen- 
sities” may be seized. The law 
also requires annual inocula- 
tion against rabies. 

However, most of the larger 
municipalities in the county 
have a leashing ordinance, as 
does the City of St. Louis. 
These laws provide that dogs 
not kept within an enclosure 
must be on a leash. 

At the meeting, held yester- 
day at the County Health Cen- 
ter, county officials discussed

BULLOCK WIDOM 
INSISTS QUERIES 
MADE HER ILL 


‘Still Not Recovered 
From Questioning 
by Police, She Says 
in Kansas. 


Mrs. Edna Ruth Bullock said 
today that she left Missouri 
jurisdiction after the killing of 
her husband, James Stanley | 
| Bu ullock, because of _ illness 
caused by extensive question- 
ing by St. Louis police. 

The 23-year-old widow was 


| interviewed by telephone by 
the Post-Dispatch at the home 
of her mother, Mrs. Hallard D. 
‘Bronson, in suburban John- 


'son county, Kansas. 


“The police did not harm me 
physically,” Mrs. Bullock said, 
“but the sudden death of my 
husband and the intensive ques- 
tioning made me very ill. I 
have not recovered complete- 
ly.” 

Bullock, a young office work- 
er and St. Louis University stu- 
dent, died in front of the City 
Art Museum in Forest Park 
last Dec. 17, shortly after he 
was shot by an unknown per- 
son. His killing remains un- 
solved. 

The attractive widow left St. 
Louis immediately after a cor- 
oner’s inquest at which Circuit 
Attorney Thomas F. Eagleton 
questioned her at length about 
her affairs with other men be- 
fore her marriage to Bullock 
last June. 

Anxious for Solution. 


“Tl am anxious to have the 
murder solved,” Mrs. Bullock 
said, “but I have no idea who 
could have done it.” 

She said she was unaware 
that her attorney, Mortimer A. 
Rosecan, had stated that she 
would return to St. Louis un- 
der certain conditions. One was 
that she not be questioned 
again by Sgt. Frank O'Neill 
|and Cpl. George Washaw, two 
| detectives who worked on the 
case. 

Police have been unable to 
bring her back because Mis- 
souri has no law providing for 
extradition of a material wit- 
ness in a murder Investigation. 

In describing her interroga- 
tion, Mrs. Bullock said: “The 
police asked me the same ques- 
tions over and over. They just 
woulgn’t let up.” 

One of the officers who ques- 
tioned her, she said, “had the 
vilest tongue I ever heard in a 


man.” She did not identify 
this man. 
Mrs. Bullock said she was 


unable to eat for three days

WASHINGTON, May 25— 
Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, re- 
tiring chief of staff of the 
Army, entered the air defense 
debate over the weekend with 
a statement that air defense 
is the Army’s mission and it 
is doing it well. 


The statement was distrib- 
uted as a signed article to of- 
ficial Army publications by the 
Army News Service. A note to 
editors explained: “The fol- 
lowing statement by the chief 
of staff is provided in order 
that Army personnel may be 
informed on this subject. Im- 
mediate use of this material 
will assist in accomplishing this 
objective.” 

Gen. Taylor mentioned only 
indirectly the controversy over 
the merits of the Army’s Nike- 
Hercules anti-aircraft missile 
and the Air Force’s Bomarc. 
He concentrated instead on the 
Army’s traditional mission in 
this field. He cited Pentagon 
directives to reinforce his 
statement that “the Army. has 
a clearly established responsi- 
bility in air defense.”

Evident Reference. 

This was an evident refer- 
ence to the Air Force’s Bomarc 
missile, which according to the 
Army is four years behind 
schedule and still is not opera- 
tional, The Bomarc is due to be 
ready in its first installation 
at McGuire Air Force Base, 
N.J., in September. 

The Nike-Hercules has an 80 
to 100-mile range. The Bomarc 
range in its first version is ex- 
pected to be more than 200 
miles, in its later version more 
than 400 miles. Both are de- 
signed to carry nuclear war- 
heads. 

“The reliability, capability, 
and extreme accuracy of Nike- 
Hercules have been proved 
against the fastest, highest and 
most difficult targets which 
modern technology has been 
able to devise,” said Taylor. 

Army offigials indicated yes-

There 
he led a semi-primitive exist- 
ence, The place had no gas, no 
electricity, no stores. 

There were no servants. He 
and Mrs, Dulles did their own 
chores and said they liked the 
life as a change from the re- 
finements of Manhattan, where 
they made their permanent 
home. They also had a home 
at Cold Spring Harbor, N.Y., 
and one in Washington. 

For relaxation, Mr. Dulles 
read detective stories. “It is 
the detective who must put his 
mind to work,” he explained. 
“My mind is relaxed as I read 
of his deductions and restful 
sleep follows.”

Rickover again has defied Navy 
policy decisions in telling Con- 
gress it would be unwise to 
build a new conventionally 
powered super-aircraft carrier. 


Rickover, making it clear he 
was speaking for himself and 
not the Navy, said money put 
up for a conventional carrier 
simply would be buying obso- 
lescence, the same “as if you 
bought diesel submarines to- 
day.” 

His remarks, in closed-door 
testimony released today by a 
House appropriations subcom- 
mittee, added to the debate over 
the merits of a conventional 
catrier versus building a more 
costly nuclear-powered carrier. 

The Navy has requested 
$260,000,000 for a big new car- 
rier with conventional power. 
It did not recommend. budget 
funds for a nuclear carrier, 
which would cost about $120,- 
000,000 more to build,

LOSES SOME OF 
ITS STRENGTH 


WASHINGTON, May 25 (AP) 
~The once-powerful House co- 
alition of Republicans and

However, it still cks a 
punch in a negative ren of 
way in that it can susutain a 
veto of legislation it cannot 
stop outright. 

The coalition came apart on 
the key voting last week when 
the House passed a general 
housing bill. Fewer than half 
of the 100-odd southern Demo- 
crats joined Republicans in an 
unsuccessful fight to tone down 
the measure and then kill it. 

But the 45 Democrats and 
115 Republicans who voted 
against the bill constituted 
more than enough to uphold 
an expected veto, on which a 
two-thirds vote would be 
needed for passage. 


Various Explanations. 


Leaders of the coalition have 
various explanations for their 
loss of strength. 

In the first place, there are 
fewer Republicans in the 
House than in past years when 
the coalition ruled the roost. 
The G.O.P. membership, in- 
cluding vacancies, is 153. A 
majority of the House is 219, 
which means that if all the Re- 
publicans vote together, they 
must pick up 66 Democratic 
votes to call the shots. 

But the Republicans no long- 
er are the cohesive force they 
used to be. On the final hous- 
ing bill vote, 33 Republicans 
voted with the majority of the 
Democrats. On an earlier vote 
this year, six Republicans vot- 
ed to override the President's 
= of a rural electrification 

Lack of unity among the 
Southern Democrats is _ attrib- 
uted by some coalition leaders 
to the growth of urban areas in 
the South. There are more 
“city members” in the South 
than in past years and bills 
dealing with such subjects as 
housing, airport development 
and public works have a strong 
appeal to them. 

A Little Trading. 


Southerners also have a deep 
interest in legislation dealing 
with the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority and some aspects of the 
farm program. They need the 


‘votes of big city Democrats 
from time te time and find it 
advantageéus to do a little 
trading’ with the northerners. 
Perhaps the dominant factor 
in breaking the rule of the 
coalition has been the ability 
of the Democratic leadership 
in the House to. keep its niem- 
bers on the floor when there is 
educial Voting. In past years, 
the coalition often prevailed 
simply because the northern 
and western. Democrats were 
not on hand in full force.

After each name there are two 
boxes to be checked “for” or 
“against” by voters in the Lit- 
tle Rock school district.

U.S. EXPORTS TO RED BLOC 
ROSE $27,000,000.IN 1958 


WASHINGTON, May 25 
(UPI)—A Commerce Depart- 
ment report showed today that 
United States exports to Iron 
Curtain countries jumped to 
$113,000,000 last year, an in- 
crease of about $27,000,000 
over 1957. 

Imports from Communist 
nations rose by $2,700,000 to 

000,000. The department 
included the figures in a quar- 
terly report to President Eisen- 
hower and Congress on export 
controls. 

The department said ship- 
ments to Iron Curtain coun- 
tries accounted for less than 
seven-eighths of 1 per cent of 
all United States exports. Com- 
munist shipments to this coun- 
try represented less than one- 
half of 1 per cent of American 
imports, it said. Despite the 
increase, the 1958 totals for 
East-West trade were nowhere 
near the - $693,461,000 in~ ex- 
ports and $224,947,000 in im- 
ports which the United States 
exchanged with Communist 
countries in 1947.

So far, the Soviets’ campaign 
has had little effect. Even 
British newspapers, which a 
month ago were viciously at- 
tacking West German Chan- 
cellor' Adenauer for allegedly 
trying to undermine British 
foreign policies, have been re- 
markably mild in their com- 
ments about Britain’s allies 
since this conference opened.

Against Friction. 

The Baghdad broadcast asked 
the Reds “to continue not to 
obstruct the course of the revo- 
lution.” It said Kassem is 
against political parties “be- 
cause he knows that when a 
man says ‘I am a Communist 
or a Natienal Democrat or a 
Baathist,’ this will lead to fric- 
tion, and friction will lead to 
casualties.” 

It appeared recently that the 
Communists, the strongest or- 
ganized political group in Iraq, 
were about to take control of 
the government. Now Kassem 
appears to have averted the 
threat.

Inthe regime of Nuri Said 
and King Faisal, before the 
1958 revolution, Raschid was 
the most powerful of several 
leaders of Iraq’s Kurds, Fa- 
vored by the old regime, he 
was an aged and ultra conserv- 
ative.

‘LONDON, May 25 (UPI)— 
Six hundred and fifty persons 
from 15 nations will gather 
here next week to find out 
what the North Atlantic Treaty 
has to offer besides an arsenal 
of modern weapons and a 
pledge to defend the free 
world. 

To the average citizen in any 
of those 15 countries, the ini- 
tials NATO mean little more 
than a bristling military alli- 
ance armed with nuclear weap- 
ons, combat-ready troops ‘and 
long-range rockets to repel 
Communist aggression. 

To the 650 people who will 
meet here, the military aspect 
is only part of the picture. 

The meeting will be the first 
-—and probably the last—ses- 
sion of the Atlantic Congress, 
sponsored by the 15 nations 
which signed the NATO pact 
10 years ago. 

In attendance will be inter- 
nationally known figures rang- 


ing from United States Sen- 
ators Hubert Humphrey and 
Estes Kefauver to French Au- 
thor Andre Maurois. The first 


session will be formally opened |: 


by Britain’s Queen Elizabeth IT. 

NATO Secretary - General 
Paul-Henri Spaak, former Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Earl Attlee 
and Eric Johnston, president of 
the Motion Picture Association 
of America, will also be pres- 
ent, along with other promi- 
nent persons.

Unlike most conferences in- 
volving leading national fig- 
ures there should be no hem- 
ming and hawing, no fencing 
for position, no close-to-the- 
vest poker playing here at 
London, 

Instead, the delegates are ex- 
pected -to speak their minds 
freely, because, officially, they 
will be representing no one but 
themselves. 

Their recommendations carry 
no official weight; they will 
merely be forwarded to their 
governments for consideration. 

The delegates, including 130 
from the United States, will 
meet in five main committees 
and 17 subcommittees to dis- 
cuss the role the NATO alli- 
ance should take in the second 
10 years of its existence. 

Military aspects of NATO 
will be dealt with by only one 
of the 17 subcommittees. 

The five main committees 
are labeled spiritual and cul- 
tural, political, economic, free 
world, and Communist bloc. 
The military subcommittee falls 
under the political committee. 

From its very beginning, the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation was intended to be more 
than just a military alliance. 
But the non-military features 
of the pact have largely been 
obscured by the military prep- 
arations spurred by tense East- 
West relations. 


Permanent Body. 


Five years after the treaty 
was signed, the pact countries 
established a permanent body 
called the NATO parliamen- 
tarians conference, with head- 
quarters here. It was an ad- 
visory group, and its member- 
ship was drawn from the parlia- 
ments of the various nations. 

It was actually this group 
which organized the Atlantic 
Congress which opens next 
week. A number of parlia- 
mentarians will be delegates to 
the congress, although their 
number is limited to one-third 
of the delegates. 

The other two-thirds will be

Robert Kennedy Urges Support 
for Labor Reforms.

NEW YORK, May 25—Rob- 
ert F. Kennedy, chief counsel 
of the Senate select commit- 
tee on improper activities in 
the labor or management 
fields, called on trade union- 
ists yesterday to support the 
Kennedy-Ervin labor reform 
bill, now pending in Congress. 
Kennedy, a brother of Sena- 
tor John F. Kennedy, Demo- 
crat of Massachusetts and 
sponsor of the reform Dill, 
spoke at a communion break- 
fast of the Association of Cath- 
olic Trade Unionists.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., May 25 
'(AP)—The Tennessee Valley

30, TVA said yesterday. 

The agency noted this is an 
increase of $1,000, over the 
previous 12-month period.

The municipalities and _ co- 
operatives which distribute 
TVA power to consumers will 
make payments to state and 
local governments totaling 
about $8,900,000. 

The TVA board noted that 
the total payments are double 
the amount of seven years ago, 
and declared this “ample evi- 
dence that electricity users of 
the region are bearing their 
share of taxes to these govern- 
ments,”

Observing him through the 
postwar years, this reporter 
would say that if one single 
trait helped to explain his re- 
markable career, it was. his 
power of concentration.

But when he ‘talked 
with Chancellor Adenauer or 
others in the West German 
government he gave no sign of 
his distress.

Underlying Conviction. 

He found it hard to realize 
that others could honestly dif- 
fer with him and this was par- 
ticularly true in the conviction 
underlying everything he did— 
that the drive of world Com- 
munism had to be blunted if 
not destroyed. 

In his dealings with the 
statesmen of the world, his 
greatest failure was with Prime 
Minister Nehru of India. Neh- 
ru’s determination to hold to’ 
a neutral course in an effort 
to avoid war and build up his 
country was simply incompre- 
hensible to Dulles. 

His greatest success was 
with Chancellor Adenauer . of 
West Germany. The close per- 
sonal relationship between the 
two men was the cornerstone 
of Dulles’s policy of a revived 
and democratically motivated 
Germuny.

Some of St, Louis county's 
larger suburbs must be increas- 
aware that it is the small 
su that are catching the big 
industries. Every time a little 
suburb annexes an industry, tax 
troubles pile up for the nearby 
larger towhs. 

Fenton, which has been content 
with an eight-block existence all 
these years (incorporated 1874), 
has voted to annex the Plymouth 
plant thus extending its area 12 
square miles. This may snatch it 
away from Kirkwood which in its 
usual fashion hesitated long 
enough to lose out. 

Fenton has no city services and 
taxes for the Plymouth plant for 
the time being will be low — a 
factor that undoubtedly impressed 
the Chrysler Corp. It supported 
the annexation. When Fenton 
starts extending services 12 
square miles the tax picture will 
be greatly different. 

Meantime Kirkwood and other 
nearby communities will have an 
influx of new residents (Plymouth 
will employ about 3500) meaning 
mew services and new schools 
without new industry to help foot 
the bill, 

New headache for St. 
county taxpayers is bumptious 
Bill Bangert’s new village of 
Champ (14 inhabitants). Appar- 
ently Champ’s stadium and air 
raid shelter (if I may call it such) 
have the blessings of the St. Louis 
County Council, which approved 
Champ’s incorporation to bring 
the county’s total towns to 98, and 
of the State Legislature which 
has voted Champ tax-free benefits. 

But probably the biggest tax 
eatch of all would be Berkeley’s 
annexation of the Airport—should 
the courts approve. (This idea 
also was originally Mr. Bangert’s.)

Election in U. City 


University City will vote Tues- 
day on a bond issue program that 
is urgently needed. 

This bond issue, moderate in 
eost, is a stop-gap measure only. 
No major expenditures are in- 
cluded in it. Its cost to the aver- 
age home-owner is estimated to 
be $5 per year. 

Eleven separate items are to be 
voted on; they total $1,400,000. 
Approximately one third of this 
amount is to be spent for streets 
and bridges; another third is allo- 
eated for park facilities, the re- 
mainder for smaller items, such 
as traffic signals, street-cleaning 
equipment, a parking lot for the 
library. 

All these items are needed now; 
the opportunity for the park, for 
example, may never come again, 
since the tract open for purchase 
now is the last such tract of open 
land available in University City. 

The last bond issue University 
City was asked to approve was in 
1951: since then the city has 
grown half again in size. The 1951 
bond issue funds have since been 
expended for public improve- 
ments. That is the reason why 
this 1959 bond issue is urgently 
needed now. 

At a general meeting May 7, 
the University City Charter As- 
sociation Executive Board along 
with the general membership of 
the group, voted overwhelmingly 
to support this bond issue and 
urban renewal program for Uni- 

versity City. It has also been in- 
dorsed by the League of Women 
voters.

So we come to the final days of confusion 
and conference committees, in which the 
legislators will hae to decide whether state 
services—the schools and hospitals and other 
institutions—are to decline or keep up with 
expanding population and needs.

Yet there is a simple answer to the finan- 
cial crisis. The Senate came within four votes 
of finding that answer when the income tax 
withholding bill lost by just that margin. For 
withholding promises some six or eight mil- 
lions in new revenue. That sum,, together 
with expected use tax revenue, would fill out 
the Governor’s budget and the state’s finan- 
cial needs. 

Pay-as-you-go still can be reconsidered and 
it ought to be. How can legislators so reluc- 
tant to increase taxes explain rejection of a 
measure which would raise revenue without 
raising taxes? 

Similar indecision clouds the future of the 
state highway program. At the behest of the 
oil lobby and rural county courts, the House 
passed a bill for a referendum on raising the 
gas tax 2 cents, but giving state roads only 
37 per cent of the increase. Counties and 
cities would get the rest. The Senate passed 
a better measure for a 1-cent increase for the 
state system, applicable only until 1961. Each 
chamber’ is stalling with the other’s bill. 


Missouri cannot make full use of federal 
road aid unless the Highway Department gets 
some more money. But the Hbuse bill repre- 
sents an unprecedented diversion of state 
road revenue for local and rural roads, and 
is worse than no bill at all. The Senate, we 
hope, will stand its ground for the 1-cent bill. 


Aside from the tax measures, much other 
worthy legislation has been lost in the legis- 
lative shuffle: control of roadside billboards, 
extension of jobless pay, a spring primary. 
The Senate has yet to pass the House bill on 
the Human Rights Commission, and the House 
has yet to agree on the Senate’s stronger 
version of a point-system drivers’ license bill. 

The Senate’s judiciary committee is sitting 
on the Journey bill to restore a fair rate- 
making base for utility regulation, and it is 
holding up two House-passed constitutional 
amendments of particular importance to im- 
proving and fairly financing the St. Louis 
County Police Department. 

So far the Legislature’s record is not good, 
and members have one work-week in which 
to do what they might have done in the pre- 
vious 19. ' 


To Help Needy Nations 


Negotiations for the establishment of an in- 
ternational development association are going 
well. It probably will be approved when the 
finance ministers come together in Septem- 
ber for the International Bank and Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund meetings. Details then 
would be worked out by banking experts in 
time for the next Congress. 

Unlike the World Bank which makes only 
conservative loans payable in dollars, the new 
agency would extend long-term credits to un- 
derdeveloped countries, and some of these 
would be repayable in “soft” currencfes. 

The agency would do through international 
co-operation the same kind of work as the 
United States development fund. Since Con- 
gress refuses to give this fund the money 
asked by the President, there is a question 
whether it would vote roughly one third of a 
billion dollars as the American share in the 
capitalization of the new agency. Much of 
the opposition to foreign aid stems from dis- 
content with military grants.. The suggested 
new agency not only would be free of military 
aspects, but it would bring other nations more 
actively into the work of building up under- 
developed countries. 

That work must be carried forward not 
only to counter Communism, but also because, 
morally, nations as well as individuals must 
be their brothers’ keepers. Prosperity may 
not ignore poverty. 


In the New Germany 


Have the West Germans changed their 
minds about Hitler? After bifterly blaming 
him for the collapse at the war’s end, and all 
the Nazi outrages against human decency, 
have they now decided that he was not so 
bad after all, since he ended unemployment 
and built the Autobahns? 

This conclusion would be justified if the 
answers given by students between the ages 
of 15 and 17 in recent television interviews 
could be taken as representative of German 
public opinion. These showed that nine out 
of ten youngsters either knew next to nothing 
about Hitler or believed that he had done less 
harm than good. Only one in ten condemned 
his concoction of anti-semitism, nationalism, 
bogus socialism, fanatical mythology and dem- 
agoguery which plunged the world into a 
blood-bath. 

It is encouraging to know that on hearing 
of these answers, Die Welt of Hamburg ex- 
claimed: “There is something rotten in Ger- 
man schools.” This reaction was, on the 
whole, typical. It was announced at once that 
educational administrators would discuss the 
situation at their national conference. It 
needs to be remembered, too, that these 
youngsters were born in the last years of the 
Hitler era. The older generation is constant- 
ly amazed that what it remembers so well may 
be an all out blank page for a younger gener- 
ation. Ask American 15-year-olds about the 
depression. i 

The Adenauer government did assume re- 
sponsibility for what Hitler did, some resti- 
tution was made by voluntary payments to 
Israel, war criminals are still being tried in 
German courts, and the tone of the leading 
papers remains decent and democratic. 

It is understandable that the average Ger- 
man does not force himself to think three 
times a day about Dachau and Auschwitz. He

A Man of Courage 

Not since Trajan two millenia ago personal- 
ly disposed of all of the world that he knew 
has one man dealt as directly with as many 
nations as did John Foster Dulles. Backed by 
President Eisenhower's full confidence, he 
traveled from the United States to 46 other 
countries and across the seas between. Yet 
the immensity of his travel log is not to be 
compared with the immensity of the problems 
with which he was confronted. ; 


When he became Secretary of State in 1953, 


he already had served as adviser to Byrres, 
Marshall and Acheson. In negotiating the 
Japanese peace tréaty with 48 governments, 
one at a time rather than risk Russian ob- 
‘struction, in a general peace conference, he 
was as Acheson’s deputy initiated into the 
ways of the two-power, postwar world. He was 
a witness to the decline of the old European 
“world powers” and the rise of the Commu- 
nist bloc for which only the United States 
could maintain an adequate counter-weight. 


The peculiar pressuré diplomacy of the 
Soviet Union—and to a lesser extent that of 
China—produced crisis after crisis, each made 
more difficult because governments defied 
each other by radio with everybody listening 
in rather than resorting to the disciplined ex- 
changes of the old diplomacy. Dulles was 
confronted at once by the stalemate of the 
Korean peace negotiations. Indochina, Poland, 
Hungary, the Formosa Strait, Suez, the Middle 
East, Berlin and the foreign ministers’ meet- 
ings and disarmament talks left few quiet 
interludes. 

How well or how badly Mr. Dulles dealt with 
these crises is now a matter for appraisal by 
history. Mr. Dulles’s critics and his defenders, 
however they may differ on that appraisal, 
are united on two things at least—admiration 
for his tireless dedication to difficult duties, 
and a deep sympathy i the personal tragedy 
of his last months. ‘The courage and stamina 
he displayed in the struggle with cancer were 
of extraordinary proportions. As he waged 
the last lonely battle in a glare of painful pub- 
licity, he drew to himself the compassion of 
every person capable of that emotion. One 
could wish the outcome had been different, 
but all can be grateful that the struggle is over. 


Building Our State Basins 


The conservancy district bill which has 
unanimously passed the Missouri Senate is in 
some trouble in House committee, but we 
sincerely trust so important a measure will be 
made available for the vote of every legislator 
at Jefferson City. 

A state without conservancy-district laws to 
deal with flood control and water conserva- 
tion is simply a state without one of the basic 
instruments for: putting some of its most 
valuable resources to ‘work. Private citizens 


‘can under the proposed legislation establish 


conservancy districts on approval of the cir- 
cuit court; a small tax can then be levied and, 
with approval of two thirds of the voters, 
bonds issued to finance major projects. 

A conservancy district is an essential part 
of the program for development of the Mera- 
mec river basin. Efforts are under way to 
establish still another district in the water- 
shed of the Grand river. A considerable part 
of the progress of Missouri is therefore bound 
up in the measure which is coming in for 
House hearings. 


Master Mariner and Author 


Sir David Bone, who died in England at 84 
last week, was one of a breed of seamen 
which has all but vanished. One of Britain’s 
most distinguished literary sailors and a lead- 
ing figure in the merchant marine, he wrote 
graphically of what he and other seamen 
experienced. 

Beginning as an apprentice in sail at 15, he 
retired as an Anchor Line commodore in 1946. 
Over that span of years he saw the magic 
trend of science reduce the hazards and 
soften the rigors he had known in the early 
years of his life afloat. The rhythmic roll and 
lift of the ocean was in what he wrote. Who 
could miss the apprentice’s joy and pride in 
the description of his first regular trick at 
the wheel as a westerly gale roared off sullen 
and treacherous Diego Ramirez? . 

In his ‘“Capstan Bars” the feel and folklore 
of the deep are to be found in his interpreta- 
tion of the hearty wording and stirring music 
of sea chanteys. His “Broken Stowage” and 
“The Lookout,” which his old friend Joseph 
Corfrad inspired him to write, reveal his great 
love and wide knowledge of the sea in all its 
moods and his understanding of those who 
ae it. But it is outside his books that 
the full story is told of how he was the last 
man to leave his torpedoed transport after 
seeing that survivors got into boats. He 
jumped, a news dispatch said, from the bridge 
into “the wireless apparatus of a destroyer.” 

Capt. Bone was that rare being, a working 
sailor who was able to put on paper the 
sweep and color, the salt and tang of the 
sea in all its many phases. May he rest well 
in that Snug Harbor where old mariners make 
their final mooring. .

Taking South Korea as an example 
of American intervention on a mas- 
sive scale, it is clear that by station- 
ing forces in Korea and by helping 
the country economically, the United 
States heavily influences South Ko- 
rea’s internal affairs. 

It is fair to say that the choice 
before the United States is no longer 
one of intervention and non-inter- 
vention but one of whether to inter- 
vene for or against democracy. 

Here, then, are some of the aspira- 
tions, the doubts, the impatiences 
and the “puzzlements” that many 
visitors from Asian and other “back- 
ward” nations face both in the 
United States and in their own lands. 
What can be done? Three suggestions 
come to mind, although the critic 
May say they are too simple. 

First, the American people should 
try to understand the impatience of 
Asians with their own slow progress.

FOR OUR MONEY if you

‘nity property: It is a sto- 
ry as sad as any Mr. Rob- 
inson has ever made in 
the movies. 

“I managed,” said Mr. 
Robinson, “to keep 14 of 
the items up for sale. It 
was my’ hope that a mu- 
seum would buy the en- 
tire collection rather than 
an individual. But, none 
of the museums who 
made bids could raise 
the $3,000,000. Ironically, 
the price I paid for the 
14 pictures I kept, in 
terms of the present mar- 
ket, was as much as I 


_ EDWARD 6. ROBINSON 
had originally paid for 


the entire collection.” 

Mr. Robinson said he started collecting in 1932, “when 
Hollywood started to send me to the electric chair every 
few months. When I was in the theater I could only look 
at the pictures. My role in crime films made it possible 
for me to buy them. Crime in pictures really paid in those 


days, and each time I killed, another painting was hung 
on my wall. 


“My first three paintings were a Degas, a 
Mone‘ and’a Pissarro. They dictated the policy for 
the rest. One painting dictated another. Soon they 
became tyrants. They made.me change the house 
to fit their personalities. 1. had to please the 
paintings. I couldn’t bring in any ringers, They 
became far more important than I was. But I kept 
adding and adding. They made me a rich man, 
not because of their monetary value, but because 
they were great, greater even than the men who 
had painted them.” 


Mr. Robinson built a gallery on to his house to hang 
his pictures, and people from all over the world came to 
see them. When he was having a tough time in Hollywood 
in 1937, he: went to England to make a film and bought 
several pictures, including a Gauguin, a Cezanne -and 
Renoir, on time. 

“It was a luxury I couldn’t afford, but it didn’t stop 
me from buying them,” he said. 

Then Mr. Robinson had marital trouble and separated 
from his wife. The big question at the time of the divorce 
was over the paintings, valued at $3,000,000. “How do you 
divide paintings?” Mr. Robinson said. “You can’t cut them 
in half and you can’t divide them if an emotional problem 
is involved, 


“At first I tried desperately to raise the money myself 
to buy her share at the present market value. But at the 
time money was tight in the United States, and I couldn't 
get it from the banks. I sought out bankers whom I knew 
were collectors themselves, but I had no luck. I tried to 
raise the money by offering to make films. But it was 
just the wrong time. Then when the museums couldn't 
find the money, I sold the collection to Mr. Niarchos. I 
kept a few for myself, and for them I bought back my 
house to hang them in. I’m not starting from scratch, but 
it’s doubtful if I will ever be able to duplicate what I had 
again.” 

“Have you ever met Mr. Niarchos?” 

“No. I’ve made a few attempts, but I guess he’s always 
been too busy to see me.” 

“Are you bitter about having been forced to sell him 
your paintings?” 


“I’m not bitter at Mr. Niarchos, I’m bitter 
because I had to sell them, of course. When I 
bought my pictures I never expected to sell them. 
I never even exchanged them. I loved them more 
all the time. But at best each man is just a cus- 
tedian of what he has on the wall and, while I miss 
them keenly and physically, 1 still feel they’re 
mine because of my-love for them. 


“ALL I CAN HOPE is that they’re not in unhappy sur- 
roundings. Have you ever noticed that some paintings 
look unhappy in some homes and happy in others? I’m 
sure Mf. Niarchos is treating them with respect. He’s 
shown them in many museums, and I can only assume, since 
I haven’t met him, that he has a feeling for them.” 

Since many of the Impressionists and _ post-Impres- 
sionists are now prohibitive in price, we asked Mr. Robin- 
son where he planned to go with his present collection. 

“T have a nucleus of very good things,” he replied. 
“But as far as ultra-modern art is concerned, I’m stymied. 
I’ve tried to embrace it and enlarge my sphere of enjoy- 
ment, but I have great difficulty understanding it. I can’t 
tell one picture from another. I don’t know what is good 
abstract and what is a bad one. I know there are a lot 
of fakers among them, just as there were fakers among the 
Impressionists. But eventually the fittest will survive. In 


the meantime I’ll stick with the painters I know.”

THE ROLE OF KILLER MEARS in “THE LAST 
MILE,” melodrama about a riot In a prison deathhouse, 
brought Spencer Tracy and Clark Gable to fame on the 
stage, but I’m afraid it doesn’t do much for Mickey Rooney 

in a cheaply made remake of the story 
now at the ORPHEUM. 

For one thing, scores of prison riot 

pictures, many of them biggér in scope 
and excitement, have been ground out by 

Hollywood in the 30 years since the play 

was staged, It’s not nearly as shocking 

now as it was then for a movié-goer to 
see a killer ideaten to bumip off hostages one by one if he 
and his corifederates aren’t allowed to escape. 

For another thing, though Mickey looks mean, dirty 
and ugly, his style isn’t conducive to cold terror in this. 
Too much yelling and screaming. There isn’t much scope 
to the story—the prisoners talking about the death to 
come purely in terms of physical fear, then shooting and 
being shot at, so that the continuation of it becomes 
monotonous. The acting isn’t good enough, the script 
doesn’t have enough insight, and the direction isn’t evoca- 
ave s«uough to make this more than merely a minor exer- 
cise in violence.

part of my life has been that 
I have never had to do any- 
thing I considered to be work. 
Not that I did not work; be- 
coming a singer is harder on 
the nerves and physique, more 
taxing for the soul and body 
than almost any other occupa- 
tion. What I mean is—I loved 
every moment of it. I had the 
luxury of doing what I wanted, 
not what others told me to do. 

It is true there have béen 
many things in my life that I 
did not care for. I learned a 
trick early in my childhood: I 
made them all a series of 
games. If I did not do the dis- 
tasteful things well, I lost the 
game. I hate to lose, so I 
worked at winning this kind of 
“game.” 


So most of what I recall of 
the past is rose-colored. I can 
still see the hazy night of the 
first time I really sang in pub- 
lic—for a fee—in St. Louis. It 
was in the Washington Univer- 
sity hall on some occasion to 
raise money for a good cause. 
I sang Gounod’s “Ave Maria” 
and something about spring, 
perhaps Mendelssohn’s . peren- 
nial chirping. I was-on stage 
for about 20 minutes and I re- 
ceived $100. 


The 500-odd people who 
heard me knew me, most of 
them. I smiled as I sang and 
nodded at friends in the audi- 
ence. I wore a plain white 
chiffon dress decorated with 
Alencon lace, my hair was done 
up on the top of my head like 
Mama’s (I had been waiting 
years to do it), and I had no 
make-up. I looked five or six 
years older than my almost-13, 
and I was as tall as I am now 


~ though a geod deal thinner. 


The concertmaster of the 
phony orchestra played the 
violin with me and we had- a 


piano accompanist: “Schon, 
schon,” he kept whispering to 
himself, “beautiful, beautiful!” 


Not that I had not sung in 
public before. From the third 
grade on up, whenever the 
teacher of my class had an 
extra five. minutes to fill, she 
called on me. I was delighted 
to respond with numbers taken 
from vaudeville fo opera. I 
was also a habitual party 
singer. In general, I was as 
willing to burst into song as 
any bird you might find on a 
bush. 


When I sang for my $100 I 
had already commenced taking 
music lessons six months 
before. I had wanted to start 
off as soon as I could—I had 
no illusions about the training 
it would take to'make me what 
I wanted. I went to the Roman 
Catholic church in our neigh- 
borhood and ofiered to sing in 
the four-voiced choir. After 
two Sundays they awarded me 
all the solos. 


Not that I was Catholic. Our 
family was thoroughly mixed 
up in a religious way. My 
mother was Catholic; my father 
was a Mason, a Knight Tem- 
plar; my grandmother was 
Lutheran; and Walter and I 
fell somewhere between. Ac- 
tually, denomination never has 
made any difference to me. 
What I wanted was some place 
to sing and the churches 
provided it. The middle-aged, 
quick-tongued organist who 
was the Catholic choir leader 
always called me “Jujee.” She 
was in despair when I came 
in late for the services, I sang 
high mass and an’ assortment 
of religious numbers, but I 
always. had trouble with my 
giggling in the choir and sing- 
ing too loud for the others. I 
remember that one or two of 
the uneasy parishioners spoke 
privately to the priest about 
the possible buckling of the 
stained-glass windows. In those 
days I was considered a “light 
dramatic soprano”; now, I am 
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sure, IT am one of the heaviest 
there is 

Competing with the roar of 
the organ and the other voices, 
I got volume and strength. 
But after 14 months I deserted 
the choir and started to keep 
my mouth shut. Not because 
anything went wrong but be- 
cause my new singing teacher 
told me to. My days of simply 
opening up wide and letting 
gO were qver. 

“You should study, not sing,” 
she told me. “This free-and- 
easy style of yours is all very 
well but it interferes with your 
musical line of thought. You 
have to stop it if you want to 
be a real singer.” - 

There was nothing I wanted 
more to be—and I quit public 
appearances (except for per- 
haps two or three a year that 
I could not resist) for five 
years. I want to talk more 
about my teacher, Louise Mey- 
erson Vetta-Karst, but it will 
take another place to explain 
how she was at once my closest 
friend and my most overbear- 
ing tyrant and female Svengali. 


All I can say, then, is that 
I vanished from the platforms 
of St. Louis for those years 
because I was so terribly cu- 
rious about what it took to 
study. Nor did I wholly find 
out in that time. I was able 
only to discipline myself and 
come back at the age of-17 
to some sort of controlled so- 
prano outbreak—this time at 
the Pilgrim Congregational 
Church at 826 Union boulevard 
for $100 a month, I sang there 
every Sunday for the next 12 
years. 

Two years later, for the next 
10 years, I doubled in soprano 
by singing at the local syna- 
gogue, the United Hebrew 
Temple. As anyone can see, I 
was obviously impartial when 


sym it came to matters of religion. 


If I had a soul, it was in my 
voice. My rule was invariable: 
I would rehearse for the syna- 
gogue on Thursday and sing in 
the services on Friday night 
and Saturday morning; I would 
rehearse for the Congregational 
Church on Saturday: afternoon 
and sing for the services on 
Sunday morning. 

Everything went on swim- 
mingly. Of course I came late 
for rehearsals but I was on 
time for the services. Each 
choir consisted of four people 
including myself, and I had all 
the solos. In the Congrega- 
tional services they were an- 
thems such as “Save Me, O 
God,” “Come Unto Me,” “I 
Will Lift Up Mine Eyes Unto 
the Hills,” and so on. For the 
synagogue, they were the mag- 
nificent old songs such as “Kol 
Nidre” and any number of the 
traditional chants. (The Jewish 
religious music is among the 
best in the world, I think.) 

All of the church people 
were such good friends to me. 
They used to send up to the 
choir loft gifts of handker- 
chiefs they had made, jellies, 
tidbits of food they knew I 
loved. In those days I never 
tried to invent my own pleas- 
ures; they came ready made, 
tailored to my size. 

At the same time I was be- 
coming mildly famous in St. 
Louis for an entirely different 
talent. “My laugh was making 
my voice one of the most no- 
ticeable things in town. I have 
always been a trifle on the un- 
inhibited side when it comes 
to something humorous. Anhy- 
one who knows me knows that 
the simplest joke will really 
start a hurricane inside; I 
laugh so hard that it can be 
heard over acres, my knees 
get weak, and the tears come. 
I think it is simply because I 
enjoy all that is enjoyable so 
thoroughly. 

At any rate, I used to love 
the early nickelodeons. I would 
sneak away to them on every 
occasion that I could get loose 
from my commitments at home, 
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at church, or at my teacher's. 
I would sit entranced at the 
sight of Pearl White hanging 
over a cliff, of the flickering 
Westerns of the Flying A, at 
the sight of Charlie Chaplin. 
This often kept me out well 
past my normal bedtime hour 
of 9 o'clock. 

ugh it happened. again 
and again, my mother hever 
believed that I was really at 
the nickelodeon. She called 
everywhere except at the thea- 
ter. My friends would tell 
her. 

“Have you seen Helena?” my 
mother would ask distractedly. 
“She should be home long ago 
and I’m so worried.” 

“Don’t worry, Clara,” the 
neighbors would say. “She's 
all right.” 

“But how do you know?” 

“We know where she Is. 
She'll be home soon.” 

“But where is she?” 

“She’s at the nickelodeon, In 
the front row,” they would say 
reluctantly. 

“How can you say that?” my 
mother would demand. “She 
never would go there at this 
hour. She promised me she 
wouldn’t. You must be making 
a mistake, eh?” 

“No mistake,” the neighbors 
would assure her. “We heard 
her laugh.” 

My mother never reproathed 
me about these late nights. She 
would merely look sadly at me 
when I came home and mur- 
mur: “They heard you laugh- 
ing at the nickelodeon again 
tonight, Helena.” 

Whatever musical standing 

I may or may not have en- 
joyed in St. Lous during those 
years I was always considered 
an outstanding asset by the lo- 
eal vaudeville houses. Until the 
death of my father, he and my 
mother always had four—not 
two—seats reserved weekly in 
the theater. They never wanted 
to miss a new act or fail in see- 
ing an old one—and they were 
expansively built enough to be 
able to overflow onto the next 
seat. I would go, too, mostly 
on the cuff—I was always run- 
ning up debts for pleasure— 
and sit bug-eyed at what was 
going on. Bug-eyed and guffaw- 
ing. I became so notorious that 
the manager used to be asked 
by the acts.if “that little girl 
with the big laugh is still com- 
ing to the show.”’ When assured 
that I was, they would heave a 
deep sigh of relief: I was con- 
sidered the fuse that set off 
the laughter of the entire 
house. I could have gotten in 
free just on that but I never 
took advantage of the oppor- 
tunity. 

My laugh affected people 
differently. It always embar- 
rassed my brother so thorough- 
ly that whenever he sat next 
to me and I commenced to 
throw my head back and enjoy 
myself, he slipped down and 
hid under his seat. He missed 
some very funny things that 
way, in my opinion. The con- 
ductor of the orchestra, Morris 
Spier, just in front of me, used 
to hold out for a while and 
then commence to laugh him- 
self. He would laugh until he 
cried. The tears would slick up 
his big nose so that his glasses 
fell off and he had to fumble 
for them in the pit two or 
three times a performance. I 
would usually climb over and 
find them for him, while the 
orchestra blared away on its 
own. Other members of the 
group, particularly the brass 
section, used to claim they 
could not pucker up when I 
was laughing. 

I must contess that my voice 
was developing a certain ar- 
resting quality at about that 
time. I learned that from the 
in¢ident of the strawberry man 
and our police dogs. 

As far back as 1 can remem- 
ber in my childhood, we had 
dogs — usually hunting dogs, 
though after Papa died they 
became watchdogs. At this par- 
ticular time we had two tan- 
and-black German police dogs 
called Hans and Fritz. We al- 
ways called our animals by 
such Katzenjammer names. We 
even had a pair of parakeets 
that we called Hans and Fritz, 
though I believe both of them 
were female. These dogs were 
large and curious, and we had 
to erect. an 8-foot wire fence 
(which they cotld leap, though 
they were beaten if they did) 
to keep them in the yard. They 
were perfectly willing to let 
any stranger in, but somewhat 
reluctant to let him out. So we 
posted our signs: paawere of 
Dogs.” 

An alley ran in the back of 
our house, and during the lan- 
guorous — months of St. 
Louis it used to be infested 
with fruit peddlers. We were 
visited by watermelon men, 
cherry men, peach men, apple 
men and berry men. We used 
to buy 10 watermelons (we 
loved those green cigars of 
fruit) at a time and line them 
up for consumption on the back 
porch. 

On this particular morning T 
was dressing upstairs. I heard 
a strawberry man crying his 
wares in the alley in a rather 
unmusical voice, then silence 
then the unmistakable click of 
be gate. I looked out my win-

nored our sign, entered, and 
was making for the back porch 
when suddenly Hans and Fritz 
appeared from their runway 
under the porch and silently 
commenced to escort him. He 
lost his nerve, whirled and 
started for the gate. The dogs 
started for his trousers. I poked 
my head out of the window and 
let loose: “HANS! FRITZ” 
My shout froze the dogs like 
statues. It also froze the 
No one 
moved in the neighborhood for 
moments—except the unfortu- 
nate -strawberry man. My 
stentorian tones—that I later 
used with much the same ef- 
fect in opera—startled him so 
much that he fell face forward, 
sprawling in the midst of his 
own crate of strawberries. The 
next moment he was up and 
out of the gate, streaming with 
the gore of the crushed fruit 


and screaming for ‘legal ven- : 


geance. We pacified him while 
the dogs devoured the remains 
of the crate, bought berries 
from him every year afterward 
—and it became a reasonably 
good joke for the family. 

Looking back, only now do I 
realize what a wonderful child- 
hood I had. The whole world 
was amazing to me; it seemed 
so filled with delight, just for 
my use. I turned everything 
I saw into something that was 
mine alone — that made me 
happy. 

It was not really much effort. 
When I was not singing, study- 
ing at school was the most dif- 
ficult thing I had to do. And 
often, in the midst of a lesson, 
amy father would come and per- 
suade the teacher to let me 
out—he never told her why but 
I knew; hunting and fishing. 


My father loved to roam the 
countryside around St. Louis 
in search ‘of rabbits and quail. 
He liked to go dove hunting, 
to blast away at the great 
flocks that fluttered out of the 
tops of the tallest trees. 

Our especial delight was his 
private duck blind on the Illi- 
nois river. In the marshes, si- 
lently waiting in the shivering

cold of early morning (“Sh-h, 


Helena!”), seeing the glorious 
colors of the sunrise and the 
ducks coming in, I was happy 
for some of the few times in 
my life by myself. 

My father asigned me one 
duty: to blow duck call, 
I was overjoyed at this oppor- 
tunity to make another kind of 
noise. I-spent hours each day 
at the advent of the duck-hunt- 
ing season blowing the thing.

ASHINGTON, May 25. 

A FEW DAYS AGO I was visited by a representative 
of the Society of Brothers.

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Space Trave 


Once rocket motors ere aivbclioall supahle of ise Ry a space ship at twice the 
force of gravity, travel to the stars will be feasible. Man has already shown he can stand

WOULD YOU BELIEVE that 
a human being could travel 
42,000,000 miles in 24: hours? 
This was about the distance 
from earth to Mars at Mars’s 
closest approach in 1948. 

It has happened. The man 
making the “trip” was Dr. Carl 
C. Clark, head of the biophysics 
division of the Aviation Medi- 


cal Acceleration Laboratory at. 


Johnsville, Pa. 

He rode a huge Navy centri- 
fuge in a circle for 24 hours 
under a constant field of 2 G’s. 
The conditions were exactly 


the same as if he had traveled . 


42,000,000 miles under constant 
acceleration in the same period. 


The idea was to show that 
a spaceman could survive 
comfortably under constant 
acceleration. It was a remark- 
able development in our 
quest for information about 
space travel. For it proved, 
that if our technology ever 
permits .us te build rocket 
motors capable of accelerat- 
ing a space ship continually 
at twice the force of gravity 
for 24 hours, then men can 
live in the space ship with- 
out harm. 


What is a “field of 2 G's?” 
This is not difficult to under- 
stand. 

All of us live in a field of 
1 G (the normal pull of grav- 
ity) and are subject to an ac- 
a of 1 G. 

Say you fall out of a plane. 
You a fall 16 feet the first 
second and then accelerate so 
that in two seconds you would 
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this amount of acceleration. 


fall 64 feet and in three sec- 


onds 144 feet and so on until 
the friction of the air slows the 
rate of increase. 


Now let’s imagine you fall 
out of a plane flying on a plan- 
et with a 2 G field. If the 
planet were made of the same 
material as the earth, its radius 
would be twice that of the 
earth: In a field of 2 G’s-you 
would fall 32 feet in one sec- 
ond, 128 feet in two seconds 
and 288 feet in three seconds. 


Thus, in a 2 G field, you 
would fall farther and faster 
in the. same length of time. 


In space there is no air to 
slow the increase, so that a 
space ship accelerating at 2 
G’s would reach a fantastic 
speed in a short period of time. 
If Dr. Clark had been travel- 
ing in a straight line at such an. 
acceleration he could have 
reached the moon and returned 
in about three and one-half 
hours. 


While no rocket motor exists 
today to drive a space vehicle 
continuously at an acceleration 
of 2 G’s for 24 hours, no one 
can say this.is physically impos- 
sible. And assuming it is pos- 
sible, someday space travelers 
can embark on trips covering 
trillions of' miles. 

Naturally, there will be other 
problems. For example, on long 
journeys--say out to the mov- 
ing stars—our constant acceler- 
ation method i§ going to run 
into a “limiting” factor, 


Just as the air is a limiting 
_ factor which slows up falling 
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Dr. Clark fared remarkably 
well from his ordeal in the 
centrifuge. He ate, cooked, re- 
corded his observations 
slept during the 24-hour period.
